“Without regard to the effect upon 
the candidacy of President Coolidge or 
the opposing candidacy of Senator 
Johnson, or thr fate of the republican 
party, the republican national commit­ 
tee received from the Chicago conven­ 
tion of 1920 a mandate that was clear 
and imperative. In a most high-hand­ 
ed manner the committee has disobey­ 
ed the mandate, 
and 
the

power will in the long run be the loser. 
Instead of acting to clean up political 
conditions in the south, the committee 
has acted in such a way as to make

worse. 
Instead of 
obeying the order of the national con­ 
vention of 1920, the committee has de- 
liverately disobeyed the order and this 
has been done without the shadow of 
authority so far as the public has been 
permitted to see.’’

Instead 
of being done “without the shadow of au­ 
thority,” the restoration of the ridiculous 
delegate apportionments allowed the south­ 
ern republicans in the convention was car­ 
ried out upon the insistence of prominent 
Coolidge leaders and was plainly a move in 
behalf of the Coolidge candidacy.

If the French oppose it, 
unless their opposition is based on exceed­ 
ingly strong grounds, other and very dif­ 
ferent conclusions would be drawn. 
Diplomacy must often move in devious 
ways and this is a delicate matter. But the 
investigation to be conducted under the re­ 
parations commission would seem to afford 
a fine chance for Marshal Foch to expose 
the secret munitions and 
poison gas fac­ 
tories and the depots of rifles and accou­ 
terments of which the French military men 
hint but concerning which many people are 
frankly skeptical. 
Let’s have the truth.

The Dixmude mystery appears to have 
been explained and the explanation is the 
one that most people favored from the be­ 
ginning in their guesses regarding the fate 
of the great French airship.

Even 
Simon himself believed and after his 
baptism devoted himself to Philip,

taking 
place. 
When the apostles at Jerusalem 
heard that Simon had accepted God’s 
message, they sent Peter and John 
there. 
When they came, they pray­ 
ed that the Samaritans might re­ 
ceive the holy Spirit, for it had nor 
yet come upon any of them; they 
had simply been baptized 
in 
the 
name of the Lord Jesus. Then they 
laid their hands on them, and they 
received the holy Spirit. 
But when 
Simon saw that the holy Spirit was 
imparted through the laying on of

municate the holy Spirit to anyone 
I place my hands upon.* 
But Peter said to him, 
“Go 
to 
destruction 
with 
your 
money, for thinking you could buy 
God’s gift with it! 
You have no 
share or part In this movement, for 
your heart is not honest in the sighf 
of God. 
So repent of this wicked­ 
ness of yours, and pray to the Lord, 
to see if you may not be forgiven for 
thinking of such a thing. For I see 
that you are a bitter poison Lnd a 
bundle of iniquity!” 
Simon answered, 
“You must pray to the Lord for 
me, that none of the things you have 
said may happen to m e!” 
After they had given their testi­ 
mony and delivered the Lord’s mes­ 
sage, they went back to Jerusalem 
teling the good news in many Sama­ 
ritan villages on the way. 
But an angel of the Lord said to 
Philip, 
“Get up and go south, by the road 
that runs from Jerusalem to Gaza.” 
(The town is now deserted.) 
So he got up and went. Now* there 
was an Ethiopian eunuch, a member 
of the court of Candace, queen of 
Ethiopia, her chief treasurer, who 
had come up to Jerusalem to wor­ 
ship, and w as on his way ' .me.

Isaiah. 
Then 
the 
Spirit 
said to Philip, 
“Go up and stay by that car.” 
Philip ran up and heard him read- 
ing the prophet Isaiah, and said tu 
him, 
Do you understand what you are 
reading?” 
“Why, how can I,” he answered, 
unless someone explains It to me?” 
And he invited Philip to get in and 
sit beside him. This was the passage 
of Scripture that he was reading: 
“Like a sheep he was led away to 
be slaughtered, 
And just as a lamb Is dumb before 
its shearer, 
He does not open his mouth. 
His sentence ended In his humilia­ 
tion. 
Who will tell the story of his pos­ 
terity? 
For his life is perished from the 
earth.” 
“Tell me, of whom is the prophet 
speaking?” said the eunuch to Philip. 
“Of himself, or of someone else?” 
Then Philip began, and 
starting 


from this passage, he told him the 
good news about Jesus. As they went 
on along the road, they came to some 
water, and the enunch said, 
“Here is some water! 
What Is 
there to prevent my being baptized?” 
So he ordered the car to stop, and

p and the eunuch went down 
Into the water, and Philip baptized 
him. 
When they came out of the 
water, the Spirit of the Lord hurried 
Philip away and 
the eunuch 
saw 
nothing more of him. Full of Joy, he 
went on with 
his 
Journey, while 
Philip foui.d himself at Ashdod and 
went on telling the good news In all* 
the to^ns all the way to Caesarea. 
Now Saul, still breathing murder­ 
ous threats against the Lord’s dis­ 
ciples, went to the high priest and 
a~ked him 
for letters to the syna­ 
gogues in Damascus, so that if he 
found any men or women there who 
belonged to the Way, he might bring 
them In chains to Jerusalem. 
But 
on his journey, as he was approach­ 
ing Damascus, a sudden light flashed 
around him from heaven, and he fell 
to the ground. 
Then 
he heard a 
voice saying to him, 
“Saul! Saul! Why do you perse­ 
cute me?” 
“Who are you, sir?” he asked. 
“I am Jesus, whom you are perse­ 
cuting,” said the voice. "But get up 
and go into the city, 
there you 
will be told what you ought to do.’* 
Saul’s 
fellow-travelers 
stood 
speechless, for they heard the voice 
but could not see anyone. When he 
got up from the ground and opened 
his eyes he could see nothing.

He has had a vision and 
seen a man named Ananias come in 
and lay his hands on him, to restore 
his sight.” 
But Ananias answered, 
“Lord, I have heard many people 
tell of this man, and the harm he 
has done to your people In Jerusalem. 
He is here with authority to arrest 
everyone who calls upon your name ” 
The Lord said to him, 
“Go! This man is the means I have 
chosen for carrying my name among 
the heathen and 
their 
kings, and 
among the descendants of Israel. For 
I am going to show him what he 
will have to endure for my sake.” 
Ananias set out and went to the 
house, and thTre he laid his hands 
upon Saul, and said to him, 
"Saul, my brother, I have been sent 
by the Lord Jesus, who appeared to 
you on your Journey, so that you may 
regain your sight and be filled with 
the holy Spirit.” 
Something like scales immediately 
dropped from his eyes, and his sight 
was restored, and he got up and was 
baptized, and, after taking some food 
regained his strength. 
Saul stayed for some time with 
the disciples at Damascus, and be­ 
gan at once to declare in the syna­ 
gogues that Jesus was the Son of 
God.

I he business of government in this 
State has outgrown the machinery of government. 
T he 
judicial department is charged with the administration of 
justice and consists of all the courts of the State. All these 
courts should be regarded as one complete judicial body 
composed of the various courts having various jurisdiction 
and all the courts in close working relationship with each 
other for the purpose of giving to the State and its citizens 
the sure, speedy and inexpensive disposition of litigation to 
which they are entitled. The present Constitution has pro­ 
vided a judicial system which has prevented our judges 
from rendering the service which a more flexible system 
will permit. An effort has been made to simplify and im­ 
prove all these departments of government. 
In the making of constitutions there has been a tendency 
in modern times to lengthen rather than shorten the state­ 
ments of necessary principles. It has been the effort of the 
framers of these amendments to shorten our Constitution 
wherexer it was possible. An attempt is made also to hold 
fast to all those principles of the older constitutions which 
have proved their value through the century of Missouri’s 
growth in constitutional government. 
The form of ballot will permit a separate vote on each 
amendment and a majority of the votes cast on any amend­ 
ment will be sufficient for its adoption. 
The members of the convention express their deep ap­ 
preciation of the honor of the service they were delegated 
to render.

'Every line of every amendment adopted was 
condedsed and corrected to insure brevity and clarity.

product of the earnest deliberations and careful study of the 
delegates. 
The first Constitution of our State was adopted in 1820, 
the next in 18G5 and the last in 18?5. 
Those who framed 
the changes embodied in the Constitution of 1835 appreci­ 
ated the value of historic precedent and attempted to adapt 
that document to the problems of that day. 
Conditions in 
Missouri have changed since 183 5, and it has been our aim 
to propose such changes in that Constitution as to enable 
cur government to function properly in accordance with 
present needs. 
In 1875 the population of our state was 1,721,295; in 
1920 it was 3,404,055. St. Louis had a population of 310,864 ; 
in 1920 it had 772,879. 
Kansas City had a population of 
32,260; in 1920 it was 324,410. 
The assessed value of prop­ 
erty of the State then was $567,988,490.00; now it is $4,613,- 
901,497.00. 
The attendance in our public schools then was 
169,270; now it is 736,522. 
The amount of money devoted 
annually to our public schools then was $1,142,959.93; in 
1922 it was $40.499,939.31. 
The running expenses of the 
State government have increased more than t\Venty-iold. 
Changes, growth and development in farms, mines, fac­ 
tories, transportation, finance, social and economic condi­ 
tions and education will readily suggest themselves. 
There have been many efforts to amend our Constitu­ 
tion in recent vears by submission of amendments by the 
General Assembly or through the initiative. 
Since 1908 
there have been 93 >uch amendments proposed, 17 of which 
have been adopted 
1 he expense of such submissions has 
been more than $440,000 and the average cost of the adop­ 
tion oi each of the amendments lias been more than $25,000. 
Regardless of the merits of those proposed amendments, or 
whether they were offered under the stress of local or 
temporary conditions, they had to be considered in the heat 
of political compaigns when other issues were claiming the 
attention of the voters, 
i his convention was called so that ¡ 
if changes were to be made in the Constitution they might 
be submitted only alter full consideration in the light of 
the whole Constitution and ail related matters.

Section 8 permits religious corporations to hold real 
estate for church edifices, parsonages, and cem eteries but 
for no other purposes. 
This section Is amended so that such 
corporations may hold reai estate for missionary, charitable 
or educational activities, schools, hospitals, orphanages, or 
sim ilar non-gainful religious, charitable or educational pur 
poses. 
It also perm its them to hold personal property as 
well as real estate, but the holding of real estate for pur­ 
poses other than fhose above stated is limited to six years. 
It does not increase the amount of church property that 
may be held exempt from taxation.

this amendment is to sim plify indictm ents and informations 
and prevent the expense of delay, dism issal, and retrial of 
criminal cases because of mere technical errors. 


Section 14 is amended by dropping the clause “and the 
jury, under the direction of the court, shall determine the 
iaw and the fact.”

of Missouri, entitled: 


“An Act to provide for the payment of a bonus to certain 
residents of Missouri, or their survivors, who served with the mili­ 
tary or naval forces of the United States during the war between 
the Lnited States and the German Empire and its allies; creating a 
Soldiers’ Bonus Commission and a Board of Review, defining their 
powers and duties and fixing the compensation of the members and 
employees thereof; authorizing and providing for borrowing fifteen 
million dollars by the State and the issuance and sale of coupon 
bonds of the State, in accordance with the provisions of Section 44b, 
Article 1\ of the Constitution of Missouri, for the purpose of paying 
such bonuses and the costs and expenses of administering this Act; 
to provide for the exchange of such bonds for registered bonds, and 
vice versa; defining the powers and duties of the Board of Fund 
Commissioners, 
Secretary 
of State, 
State 
Auditor 
and 
State 
Treasurer relating thereto; to create two funds in the State Treas­ 
urer s office to be known as the ‘Sofdiers’ Bonus Fund’ and the 
Missouri Soldiers’ Bonus Bond, Interest and Sinking Fund*; to 
designate the purposes for which the proceeds of the sale of said 
bonds shall be used; and to provide for the levy and collecting of a 
direct annual tax upon all the taxable property in the State to pay 
the principal and interest of the said bonds; prescribing a penalty 
lor the \ illation of certain provisions of this Act, with an emergency 
clause.”

This is new Section 44c, It provides for the issue of bonds to the 
amount of $1.600.000, to complete the payment of bonuses to the 
soldier’s and sailors of the World War, as provided in Section 44b. 
That section authorized $15.000,000, which has been expended. There 
are about 2.*,.>00 soldiers and sailors who have not been paid because 
of lack 01 funds and this bond issue will furnish funds with which 
to pay them.

EXPLANATIO N. 


This section states in simple form the recognized obligation of 
the State to safeguard the public health. 


Section 3 is amended to provide a method for forming districts 
In the City of S t Louis, and in counties entitled to more than one 
Representative and having no County Court, from which Representa­ 
tives in the lower house of the General Assembly shall be elected 
Section 6 is revised and amended to conform to the section giving 
women the right to hold office and to relieve the Circuit Court of 
counties entitled to more than one Senator, the duty of dividing the 
county into districts. 


Section 7 is amended to place the duty of dividing the State into 
senatorial districts upon the Governor, Secretary of State, Attorney- 
General, State Auditor and State Treasurer or a majority of them 
Instead of upon the General Assembly. 
Section 8 is amended to conform to the last apportionment of 
Representatives among the several counties and the <’ity of St. Louis 
made by the General Assembly. 
Section 9 is shortened without change In substance; Section 10 is 
changed only as to dates, and new Section 11 provides that the five 
State officers elected In 1924, or a majority of them, shall in 1925 
divide the State into Senatorial Districts as provided in Section 7. 
Section 15 changes the oath of office of Senators and Repre- 
aentatives. 


Section 16. 
This amendment limits the expenditures for clerk hire 
and employees to four hundred dollars .per day for the House and 
three hundred dollars per day for the Senate. The present Constitution 
places no limitation upon the power of the General Assembly as to 
the number of its employees or the amount of its expenses.

average of expenditures by previous General Assemblies in recent 
years has been from twelve to fifteen hundred dollars per day. 
The 
members of the General Assembly now receive five dollars per day, 
which It is proposed to Increase to ten dollars, to allow for increase 
in living expenses and as a greater inducement for men and women 
possessing the necessary qualifications to seek these important offices. 
Section 17 makes the office of the Speaker, of the House of 
Representatives a constitutional office. 
Section 36 Is amended to provide that no laws except appropria­ 
tion acts enumerated shall go into effect until ninety days after 
adjournment of session at which enacted and except laws necessary 
for the immediate preservation of the public peace, health ami safety, 
if enacted in the manner therein provided. 
Section 43 changes the beginning of the fiscal year from January 
1st to July 1st. 
Section 45 is changed to conform to the initiative. 
Obsolete proviso relating to Louisiana Centennial bonds omitted. 
Section 46 combines present Sections 46 and 47; permits laws 
pensioning Indigent mothers with dependent minor children; allows 
cities, when authorized by general law, to provide a fund for pension­ 
ing disabled firemen and policemen and for the relief of the widows, 
and children under sixteen years of age, of deceased firemen and 
policemen.

Section 1. 
The executive power shall be vested in a Governor 
of the State of Missouri, who shall have the supreme power, a 
Lieutenant Governor, and departments as follows:

and such other departments, not exceeding seven, as may be created 
by law.

EXPLANATION. 


This amendment proposes a revised and amended article as a 
substitute for Article V of the present Constitution. 
A number of the sections are unchanged hut renumbered.

sections have been rewritten and others combined to make them 
shorter by omitting unnecessary details. 
Two main changes are offered: 
Sections 1 and 16 propose a reorganization of the executive 
branch of the State Government Into not to exceed twelve depart­ 
ments, and Sections 17 to 23, inclusive, establish a budget system for 
raising revenue and making appropriations for the support of the 
State Government and its institutions. 
At present the work of the executive branch of the State Gov­ 
ernment is being done by some seventy or more departments, boards, 
bureaus, commissions and other agencies created at different times and 
under different conditions which has resulted in duplication and over­ 
lapping of duties, lack of efficiency and increased cost of government. 
Under this amendment, after January 1, 1926, all of the executive 
duties of the State Government are to be exercised by and through 
the five departments named in Section 1 of this Article and such 
other departments not exceeding seven as may be created by law, 
and not otherwise.

the Supreme Court, including the Chief Justice, shall be ten years, 
of the judges of the Courts of Appeals eight years and of the judges 
of the Circuit Courts six years. 
Sec. 16. A Judge of the Supreme Court, Courts of Appeals and 
Circuit Court shall be elected for a full term whiqh shall commence 
on the first day of January next ensuing his election. 
A judge 
appointed to fill a vacancy shall enter upon the discharge of his 
duties as soon as qualified. 
The successor of a judge appointed to 
fill a vacancy shall be elected at the first general election after such 
vacancy occurs. 
Sec. 17. 
At the first general election after the adoption of this 
Article three additional judges of the St. Louis Court of Appeals 
shall be elected, whereupon the office of Commissioner of such 
court shall end. 
No law shall hereafter be enacted providing for 
Commissioners for the Supreme Court or Courts of Appeals. 
Sec. 18. 
Candidates for judge of the Supreme Court, Courts 
of Appeals and Circuit Courts shall be nominated at a time different 
from that for the nomination of candidates for other offices. 
Sec. 19. 
The compensation of the judges of all courts shall be 
as is or may be fixed by law and shall not be increased or diminished, 
directly or indirectly, during the term for which they were elected. 
The compensation so fixed shall be in full for the performance of 
all duties which are now or may hereafter be prescribed by law. 


Sec. 20. 
All judicial decisions in this State shall be free for 
publication by any person. 
I he opinions of the Supreme Court and 
of the Courts of Appeals shall be in writing and filed in the causes 
in which they shall be respectively made and shall become a part of 
the records of the court.

In “Ileau Brurnmel and Ills Times" 
one reads that Byron, “fearful lest he 
should become fat. starved himself 
and then ate and drank to excess upon 
nights of relaxation.” 
The two pre­ 
ceding days, relates Thomas Moore, 
Byron had taken nothing but a few 
biscuits and had chewed mastic to 
stop the craving of his stomach. 
One 
is told, 
also, 
that he wrote “Don 
Juan" on gin and water. Early in 180:? 
Byron, when only seventeen years of 
age, already experienced the discom­ 
fort and disfigurement of corpulence. 
He weighed himself regularly at the 
old coffee mill, 3 St. James street, 
where for over 150 years eminent peo­ 
ple have gone to be weighed. * 
Byron was absent from England be­ 
tween 1800 and 1811, he having left 
for the continent July 8, 1800. 
May 
10, 1810, he swam the Hellespont from 
Sestos 
to Abydes in 
emulation 
of 
Leander, and, sailing for home July 3, 
1811, the poet was met by his friend 
Dallas at Reddish’s hotel, St. James 
street, on July 15, 1811, the day on 
which he was weighed for the last 
time at the old coffee mill. 
His suc­ 
cessor, the seventh Lord Byron, was 
a regular customer at that popular 
resort.—Adventure Magazine. 


Sec. 21. 
The Supreme Court and the Courts of Appeals shall 
appoint their clerks, whose compensation shall be fixed by law. 
Clerks of the Circuit Court and County Clerks shall be elected 
in such manner and for such terms as may be provided by law. 


Sec. 22. 
All writs and processes shall run and all prosecutions 
shall be conducted in the name of the “State of Missouri” ; all writs 
shall be attested by the clerk of the court from which they shall 
be issued.

General Assembly shall by law direct. 


Sec. 24. 
The State shall provide and furnish suitable court 
rooms, offices and libraries for the judge and officers of the Supreme 
Court and Courts of Appeals; and each county, including the City 
of St. Louis, shall provide and furnish suitable court rooms, offices 
and libraries for the use of the Circuit Court. 


Another Wave Motor. 
Professor Trischetto, an Italian, pre­ 
dicts that if his recently invented 
model is adopted it will make it prac­ 
tical to get power from the waves of 
the ocean. 
The extraction of power from the 
ocean’s movements—waves and tides— 
has long been the dream of inventors, 
as such a source of power is practical­ 
ly Inexhaustible; hut heretofore the 
models have either been failures or 
so expensive to operate as to be im­ 
practical. 
Professor Trischetto, how­ 
ever, claims that with his device he

Sec. 25. The Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, the presiding 
judge of each division thereof, the presiding judges of the Kansas 
City and Springfield Courts of Appeals, and a judge of the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals selected by the judges thereof and three judges 
of Circuit Courts who, unless otherwise provided by law, shall be 
selected by the above named persons, shall constitute a Judicial 
Council, which shall meet at the seat of government at least once 
each year. 
It shall have power to provide by rule or order for the 
transfer of causes from one Court of Appeals to another, to assign 
& judge of any trial court to assist the trial court of any like jurisdic­ 
tion in the trial of cases and the transaction of business of such court 
or to hold a term or part of a term of such court, either upon the 
request of the judge of such court, or in case of the disability or 
disqualification of, or change of venue from, such judge, or when 
the efficient transaction of the business of such court so requires. 
The Council may from time to time establish and simplify rules of 
practice and procedure for all courts which shall not deny or abridge 
any remedy or substantive right given by law. 
All laws in force 
at the time of the adoption of this Constitution which pertain to 
practice and procedure, shall be considered as, and have the force of, 
general rules until rescinded, changed or modified by the Council: 
Provided, that any rule of practice or procedure adopted by the 
Council may be annulled, or amended, or a new rule created in lieu 
thereof, by the General Assembly by a special law limited to that 
purpose. 
The Council shall have such additional powers and shall 
perform such additional duties as may be provided by law. 
The 
members of the Council shall receive no compensation for their 
services, except they shall be paid their actual expenses in attending 
the meetings of said Council, not exceeding the sum of five cents 
per mile each way actually traveled in going to and returning from 
said Council, and-five dollars per day while attending meetings of 
the Council.

' 1 of the Present Constitution, which deal* with the Judiciary 
and provides a complete plaa for the amplification of our court sys­ 
tem. 
The revision omits much obsolote mattar and the Article Is 
substantially shortened. 


A Judicial Council is established, consisting of the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court, the Presiding Judges of each Division of the 
. upreme Court the Presiding Judges of each of the Springfield and 
ansas City Courts of Appeals, a Judge of the S t Xouls Court of 
Appeals and three Circuit Judges. 


This council Is given power to establish such rules of practice 
and procedure in the courts as do not deny or change any remedy 
or substantive rigbt given by law. 
Existing laws pertaining to pro­ 
cedure and practice are continued in force until changed by the Coun­ 
cil, and all rules made by the Council are subject to change or repeal 
by the General Assembly. 
The Council shall keep In touch with all 
the courts so that the condition of the dockets therein may at all 
times be before it 
Circuit judges, who have completed their dockets 
may be sent to other circuits where the dockets are congested or such 
judges assigned to act as judges of the Courts of Appeals or of the 
Supreme Court, as the business of such courts may require and cases 
pending before one Court of Appeals, where the docket Is congested, 
may be transferred to another Court of Appeals. 
The Chief Justice of the Supreme Court shall be elected as 
such, and he is made the chief administrative officer of that court and 
of the Judicial Council. 
All judges to be elected after the year 1924 
are to be nominated at different times than other officers are nom­ 
inated. 
This Is intended to remove the courts, so far as possible, 
from political campaigns. 


A new division of three Judges of the S t Louis Court of Appeals is 
rreated on account of the increased business of that court. 
The 
offices of the three commissioners in that court, however, as well 
as the four commissioners in the Supreme Court, are abolished, and 
it Is believed this will result in a substantial reduction In the expense 
without Impairing the ability of these courts to keep up with their 
respective dockets. 
The pecuniary jurisdiction of Courts of Appeals 
Is changed from seventy-five hundred dollars to ten thousand dollars, 
which will relieve the Supreme Court 
The General Assembly may 
change the amount at will. The other Courts of Appeals are undis­ 
turbed, except the terms of the Judges thereof are changed from 
twelve to eight years, and the General Assembly may abolish all such 
courfs or create new ones, or additional divisions of existing courts. 
Courts of Inferior jurisdiction, such as County Courts, Justice of 
the Peace Courts, Probate Courts, Criminal Courts, Municipal Cor­ 
poration Courts and Courts of Common Pleas are not disturbed, 
except that the General Assembly is given the power to enlarge or 
diminish the jurisdiction of such inferior courts, or create other 
courts clothed with the Jurisdiction now vested in said courts and to 
enlarge the same, as the needs of the various communities may appear 
The compensation of the Judges of all the courts may be fixed 
by the General Assembly, but shall never be changed during the term 
of the judge affected thereby. 
8uch salary as may be fixed shall be 
full compensation for every duty performed. 
This amendment makes new provision for harmonizing the de­ 
cisions of the several Courts of Appeals with the decisions of the 
Supreme Court and with each other. 
It is believed that certain, 
speedy and Inexpensive justice will more surely result if this amended 
Article is adopted.

The Judicial Council shall make provision for holding 
court in all cases, when for any reason, a regular judge can not 
hold such court.

called to sit. The Council, when a sufficient number of such judges 
are called, may, for a period not exceeding ninety days, create an 
additional division of the Supreme Court or Courts of Appeals, 
but at least one regular judge of the Supreme Court or of the Courts 
of Appeals shall sit in such division. 
While so acting such judges 
shall receive the sum of ten dollars per day from the State in addition 
to the compensation provided for judges of the Circuit Court.

The judges to be nominated and elected in the year

ARTICLE VII—IMPEACHMENTS. 
Amendment No. 8 
Relates to Impeachment 
of State Officers. 


Section 1. 
The Governor and Lieutenant Governor, Secretary 
of State, State Auditor, State Treasurer, Attorney-General, and 
members of the State Board of Education, Judges of the Supreme 
Court, the Courts of Appeals and the Circuit Courts shall be liable 
to impeachment for high crimes or misdemeanors and for miscon­ 
duct, habits of drunkenness or oppression in office. 
Sec. 2. The House of Representatives shall have {he sole power 
of impeachment. 
All impeachments shall be tried by the Senate, 
and, when sitting for that purpose, the Senators shall be sworn to do 
justice according to law and evidence. 
When the Governor of the 
State is on trial, the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court shall preside. 
No person shall be convicted without the concurrence of two-thirds 
of the Senators elected. But judgment in such cases shall not extend 
any further than removal from office, and disqualification to hold 
any office of honor, trust or profit under this State. 
The party, 
whether convicted or acquitted, shall, nevertheless, be liable to 
prosecution, trial, judgment and punishment according to law. 


EXPLANATIO N. 


Section 1 is amended to provide that member» of the State Board 
of Education instead of the Superintendent of Public Schools shall 
be liable to impeachment, 
Section 2 is amended to require the affirmative vote of two^thirds 
of all Senators elected for conviction on impeachment 
The section 
now requires two-thirds of those present. 


ARTICLE VIII—SUFFRAGE AND ELECTIONS. 


P r e s c r i b e s Qualifica- 
jA.tYlCridfTiCnt filo» 9 tions for V o t e r s and 
Authorizes the Examination of Ballots in Cases of Violation of 
Election Laws. 


Revised and Amended Article V III. 


Section 1. 
The general election shall be held biennially on the 
Tuesday next following the first Monday in November of each even 
year; but the General Assembly may, by law, fix a different day— 
two-thirds of all members of each house consenting thereto. 
Sec. 2. 
All citizens of the United States, including occupants 
of soldiers' and sailors' homes, over the age of twenty-one years 
who have resided in this State one year, and in the county, city or 
town sixty days immediately preceding the election at which they 
offer to vote, and no other person, shall be entitled to vote at all 
elections by the people; provided, no idiot, no insane person and no 
person while kept in any poor-house at public expense or while 
confined in any public prison shall be entitled to vote, and persons 
convicted of felony, or crime connected with the exercise of} the 
right of suffrage may be excluded by law from the right of voting. 
Sec. 3. 
All elections by the peuple shall be by ballot. 
Every 
ballot voted shall be numbered in the order received and its number 
recorded by the election officers on the list of voters opposite the 
name of the voter who presents it 
All election officers shall be 
sworn or affirm ed not to disclose how any voter shall have voted: 
Provided, that in cases of contested elections, grand jury investiga­ 
tions and in the trial of all civil or criminal cases in which the viola­ 
tion of any law relating to elections, including nominating elections, 
is under investigation ur at issue, such officers may be required 


to testify and the ballots cast may be opened, examined, counted, 
compared with the list of voters and received as evidence. 
^ 
Voters shall in all cases except treason, felony, or breach 
° 
e peace be privileged from arrest during their attendance at 
elections, and in going to and returning therefrom. 


. 
The General Assembly shall provide by law for the 
registration of voters in counties having a population of more than 
onc hun<*red thousand and in cities having a population of more than 
ten thousand, but not otherwise. 
The first General Assembly held 
a t e r the adoption of this Constitution shall pass laws necessary 
to enforce this provision, and for such purpose may classify such 
counties and cities according to population, but such laws shall be 
uniform as to each class. 


Sec. 6. 
All elections, by persons in a representative capacity, 
shall be viva voce. 


Sec. 7. 
For the purpose of voting, no person shall be deemed 
to have gained a residence by reason of his presence, or lost it by 
reason of his absence, while employed in the service either civil, or 
military, of this State, or of the United States; nor while engaged 
in the navigation of the waters of the State, or of the United States, 
or of the high seas, nor while a student of any institution of learning, 
nor while kept in a poor-house or other asylum at public expense, 
nor while confined in public prison. 
Sec. 8. The trial and determination of contested elections of all 
public officers, whether State, judicial, municipal or local, except 
(Governor and Lieutenant Governor, shall be by the courts of law, 
or by one or more of the judges thereof. 
The General Assembly 
shall, by general law, designate the court or judge by whom the 
several classes of election contests shall be tried and regulate the 
manner of trial and all matters incident thereto; but no such law 
assigning jurisdiction or regulating its exercise, shall apply to any 
contest arising out of any election held before said law shall take 
effect. 


Sec. 9. 
Qualified electors absent from the State on military 
or naval service shall, and qualified electors absent from their coun­ 
ties but v\ ithin the State may, be enabled by law to vote at general 
or special elections. 


Sec. 10. 
No person shall be elected or appointed to any office 
in this State, civil or military, who is not a citizen of the United 
States, and who shall not have resided in this State one year next 
preceding his election or appointment. 


E X PL A N A T IO N . 


Thig amendment proposes a revised and amended article as a 
substitute for Article VIII of the present Constitution. 
It makes 
the article shorter and offers four main changes: 
1. Under this amendment only citizens of the United States will 
be entitled to vote. 
The present Constitution permits aliens to vote 
on first 
papers. 


2. No idiot or Insane person shall be entitled to vote. 
3. The General Assembly 
is required to enact laws providing 
for the registration of voters In all cities having a population of more 
than ten thousand. 
4. Under the present Constitution ballot boxes can be opened only 
in case 
of & contested election. 
Under this amendment this right Is 
extended to grand jury Investigations and the trial of all cases, either 
civil or criminal, in which the violation of any election laws, including 
elections for nomination of candidates for any office, is under investi­ 
gation or at issue. 


Amendment No. 10 
Relates to the Nomi­ 
nation of Candidates* 


New Section—Article V III. 


Section 11. 
A political party which cast three per cent of the 
total vote for Governor at the last preceding general election shall 
have the right, at its option, to nominate its candidates to office 
either by party primary election or by convention of delegates. Laws 
shall be enacted regulating such primary elections and conventions, 
including the selection of delegates and providing for the nomina­ 
tion of other candidates. 


EXPLANATIO N. 


This enables political parties, under appropriate legislation, 
have the names of their candidates placed on official ballots wh^n 
nominated at primaries or by conventions, as the party may de­ 
termine. • 


ARTICLE IX—COUNTIES, CITIES AND TOWNS. 
Amendment No. 11 


Revised and Amended Article IX. 


Section 1. 
The several counties of this State, as they now 
exist, are hereby recognized as le^al subdivisions of the State. 
Sec. 2. 
The General Assembly shall have no power to remove 
the county seat of any county, but the removal of county seats shall 
be provided for by general law ; and no county seat shall be removed 
unless two-thirds of the qualified voters of the county, voting on 
the proposition at a general election, vote therefor; and no such 
proposition shall be submitted oftener than once in five years. 
All 
additions to a city or village, which is a county seat, shall be 
included, considered and regarded as a part of the county seat. 
If a 
county seat is located wholly or in part in territory which is added 
to an adjoining county, or if a county seat be consolidated or merged 
with a city located in an adjoining county, then a new county seat 
shall be located and established by the votes of a majority of the 
qualified voters, voting on the proposition at a general or special 
election. 
Sec. 3. 
The boundary lines of existing counties rtiay be 
changed; portions of one or more counties may be stricken off and 
added to an adjoining county or counties; adjoining counties may 
be consolidated and new counties may be created, only in the manner 
prescribed by law. 
No change in the boundary line of any county 
shall be made and no two or more counties shall be consolidated 
unless a majority of the qualified voters of each and every county 
affected, voting on the question, shall vote therefor. 
No new county 
shall be established with, nor any existing county reduced to, a 
territory of less than four hundred and ten square miles nor a popu­ 
lation less than that required for a ratio of representation existing 
at the time. 
No proposition to change the boundaries of a county 
shall be submitted oftener than once in five years.

BIG CONCRETE PLANT AFLOAT 


Interesting 
Mechanical 
Contrivance 
for Use in Great Lakes Harbor 
Improvements. 


Among the interesting mechanical 
sights on the Great Lakes is a com­ 
plete concrete plant afloat. 
This has 
been used In. important harbor Im­ 
provements, 
and 
the 
plant 
has 
a 
capacity of 150 yards a day. 
It rests 
upon a scow’, which is easily run 
alongside of the cribs on which the 
concrete dock is to he built The con­ 
crete is poured into the forms from 
one end of the scow. 
At the forward end of the scow are 
separate divisions for crushed stone 
and sand. 
A whirlie located just to 
the rear of these is used to lift the 
stone and sand to tlie mixer. 
The 
cement Is kept In a house to the rear 
of the wiiirlie, and is raised to the 
mixer by means of an elevator. 
To 
the elevator it is loaded and unloaded 
by hand. 
Power to operate the ma­ 
chinery and to furnish electric light 
Is supplied by an upright engine.

A Projectile's Speed. 
Experiments with improved instru­ 
ments for measuring the velocity of 
projectiles have shown that the speed 
continues to increase after the missile 
has left the mouth of the gun. Leav­ 
ing the muzzle with a velocity of 
about 1,474 feet a second, a projectile 
has been observed to Increase Its speed 
to about 1,689 feet per second within 
the first six feet 
It Is only after 
having traveled about 25 yards that 
the projectile’s velocity becomes re­ 
duced to the speed that it bad on leav­ 
ing the muzzle. 
This Is ascribed tc 
the impulse of the expanded gas be­ 
ing felt for some distance beyond the 
gun’s mouth.

Sec. 29. 
All city charters and all laws relating to the govern­ 
ment of cities, towns and villages in force at the time of the adoption 
of this article shaH remain in full force and effect until altered or 
repealed by law or by the exercise by the respective cities, of the 
powers conferred upon them by this article of the Constitution. 


EXPLANATION. 


This amendment proposes a revised and amended article as a 
substitute for Article IX of the present Constitution. The revision has 
eliminated obsolete matter and provides an improved plan for tha 
government of counties, cities and villages. 
COUNTIES.—The changes made with respect to the government 
of counties are: First, provision by which adjoining counties may bo 
consolidated (section 3); second, provision that no proposition to 
change the boundaries of a county shall be submitted oftener than 
once In five years (section 3); third, the prohibition against sheriffs 
and coroners succeeding themselves in office has been eliminated 
(section 9) ; fourth, the power of the county courts to fill vacancies 
in the offices of sheriff and coroner and other provisions of section 11 
of the present Constitution were eliminated, which leaves the power 
of appointment In the Governor; fifth, the General Assembly Is required 
to provide a uniform system of accounting in all county offices 
(section 26). 
CITIES AND VILLAGES are classified (section 6) and the Legis­ 
lature Is prohibited from creating other classes and from passing 
local or special laws and is required to make all laws apply alike to 
all cities of the same class or to all villages (section 10). 
Every city of 3,000 inhabitants or more, desiring to do so, may,' 
without legislative action, by vote of Its citizens adopt a charter for 
Its own municipal government (section 15). 
By such charters such 
cities may determine what agencies are necessary to conduct their 
local affairs (section 19), establish their own police force subject to 
the right of the governor to remove any police commissioners in the 
cities of 70,000 or over (section 23), and for all municipal purposes 
possess full and , complete power of local self-government and 
corporate actfasn. 
Every city is given the power to divide the territory within Its 
boundaries into zones and to regulate and restrict the use of the land 
and structures within such zones (section 27), and to acquire lands for 
public improvements and an excess of land over that needed for 
such purpose whenever it is judicially determined that the excess Is 
required to protect or preserve the Improvement (section 28). 
The amendments giving the right of local self-government to 
charter cities will not only relieve the State legislature from the con­ 
sideration of many purely local laws but will bring to the citizens of 
those dties an increased sense of responsibility in governmental 
affairs and give to them as great freedom In the management of their 
local affairs as Is consistent with a full recognition of State sov­ 
ereignty. 
The State retains control over all elections (section 25), 
public utilities (section 34), the right to demand financial reports 
(section 26), the limit on city indebtedness (Article X), education 
(Article XI) and all other matters of general State concern and 
operation. 
THE CITY OF ST. LOUIS, having separated from S t Louia 
county, in which It was located, and fixed Its boundaries under pro­ 
vision of the present Constitution, is in an anomalous position. 
It is 
for some purposes a city, for others a county. 
It cannot extend its 
boundaries without crossing the line into St. Louis County, nor without 
constitutional amendment. 
Several provisions are contained in this 
amendment looking towards relieving the city from this embarrass­ 
ment, each requiring the consent of a majority of those voting on the 
question in said city as well as a majority of those voting on the 
question in St. Louis county. 
Section 3 provides for (a) changes In 
county lines and for the (b) consolidation of adjoining counties and 
declares S t Louis a county for the purposes of that section; section 
20 provides that any city, including the City of S t Louis, may 
(c) extend its boundaries and (d) contiguous cities may be consoli­ 
dated or merged, without regard to county boundary lines, and section 
6 provides a complete plan by which the city may again (e) return 
to and become a part of S t Louis county when It may expand as 
other cities may. 
Section 19 provides for the nomination and election of members 
of the Board of Aldermen of S t Louis by wards until such time as 
it shall be otherwise provided by the City Charter.

Revised and Amended Article X, Except Subject Matter of Present 
Sections 4 and 18. 


Section 1. 
The taxing power may be exercised by the General 
Assembly for State purposes, and by counties and other municipal 
corporations, under authority granted to them by the General As­ 
sembly, for county and other corporate purposes. 
Sec. 2. 
The power to tax corporations and corporate property 
shall not be surrendered or suspended. 
Sec. 3. Taxes may be levied and collected for public purposes 
only. They shall be uniform upon the same class of subjects within 
the territorial limits of the authority levying the tax, and all taxes 
shall be levied and collected by general laws. 
Sec. 5. 
No property shall be assessed or returned for taxation 
at more than its actual value, and the method of ascertaining such 
value shall be prescribed by law. 
Sec. 7. All railroad corporations in this State, or doing business 
therein, shall be subject to taxation for State, county, school, 
municipal, and other purposes, on the real and personal property 
owned or used by them, and on their gross earnings, their net earn­ 
ings, their franchises, and their capital stock. 
Sec. 8. 
The property, real and personal, of the State, counties 
and other municipal corporations, cemeteries not established or held 
for private gain, all money and personal property and income there­ 
from held in trust for the sole purpose of improving and preserving 
such cemeteries, or part thereof, shall be exempt from taxation. 
Unless otherwise provided by law, lots in incorporated cities or 
villages or within one mile of the limits thereof to the extent of two 
acres, and lots one mile or more distant from such cities or villages 
to the extent of five acres, with the buildings thereon, when the same 
are used exclusively for religious worship; property, including 
jadowments, or income used exclusively for educational purposes 
or for purposes purely charitable, or for agricultural and horticultural 
societies when not operated or used for private profit, shall be 
exempt from taxation. No property shall be exempted from taxation 
except as auxnorizea m tms constitution. 
Sec. 9. 
The State tax on property, exclusive of the tax in this

Except as may be otherwise provided in this Consti­ 
tution, taxes for county, city, village and school purposes may be 
levied on all subjects and objects of taxation, but the valuation of 
property therefor shall not exceed the valuation of the same property 
in such city, village or school district for State and county purposes. 
For county purposes the annual rate of taxation shall not exceed 
fifty cents on the one hundred dollars valuation in counties having 
less than twenty million dollars valuation, and shall not exceed forty 
cents on the one hundred dollars valuation in counties having twenty 
million dollars valuation and less than thirty million dollars valua­ 
tion, and shall not exceed thirty-five cents on the one hundred dollars 
valuation in counties having thirty million dollars or more of 
valuation. 
I*or city and village purposes the annual rate shall not exceed 
one hundred cents on the one hundred dollars valuation in cities 
having thirty thousand inhabitants or more, and shall not exceed 
sixty cents on the one hundred dollars valuation in cities having 
over ten thousand inhabitants and less than thirty thousand inhab­ 
itants, and shall not exceed fifty cents on the one hundred dollars 
valuation in cities and villages having less than ten thousand 
inhabitants. 
For school purposes in districts containing a city of the first 
class or any part of such city, and in districts maintaining a four 
year high school course, the annual rate on property shall not exceed 
seventy-five cents on the one hundred dollars valuation, and shall 
not exceed forty cents on the one hundred dollars valuation in other 
districts; provided, that the annual rate may be increased to an 
amount not to exceed one hundred cents on the one hundred dollars 
valuation if a majority of the qualified electors voting at an election 
to determine that question shall vote for such increase, and provided 
further, that the rate may be increased to an amount not to exceed 
one dollar and twenty cents on the one hundred dollars valuation if 
two-thirds of the qualified voters voting upon that question shall 
vote for such increase, and provided further, that the rate may be 
increased to an amount not to exceed one dollar and fifty cents on 
the one hundred dollars valuation if three-fourths of the qualified 
voters voting upon that question shall vote for such increase. The 
rate determined upon at such election shall remain in force for such 
time as may be stated in the notice of election, not to exceed four 
years, unless changed later by like notice and vote. 
For the purpose of erecting, furnishing and repairing public 
buildings in counties, cities, villages or school districts the rate of 
taxation herein limited may be increased when the amount of such 
increase and the purpose for which it is intended shall have been 
submitted to a vote of the qualified electors and two-thirds of the 
electors voting on such proposition shall vote therefor; provided, 
that a majority shall be sufficient to authorize an increase of the 
rate of taxation if the purpose be to erect a court house. 
For the 
purpose of this section the population of cities or villages shall be 
ascertained by the last census taken under the authority of the State 
or of the United States. 
The restrictions on rates of taxation shall apply to taxes of 
every description, whether general or special, excepting taxes to 
pay valid indebtedness now existing or bonds which may be issued 
in renewal of such indebtedness; provided, that the City of St. Louis 
may levy both the city and the county rates under the provisions of 
this section. 
Sec. 13. 
No county, city, village, township, school district/road 
district or other political corporation or subdivision or taxing district 
of the State shall, except as herein otherwise expressly permitted, 
incur indebtedness in excess of the income and revenue provided for 
the year, unless authorized by a vote of two-thirds of the voters 
voting on the proposition, at a general or special election, nor with 
such vote to an amount, including existing indebtedness, exceeding 
in the aggregate five per centum of the value of the taxable property 
therein, to be ascertained by the assessment next before the last 
assessment for State and county purposes; provided, that indebted­ 
ness for acquiring, constructing, enlarging and improving sewers, 
and waterworks, light plants and other revenue producing utilities to 
an amount not exceeding five per centum of the value of such taxable 
property shall be excluded in computing the existing indebtedness; 
and provided further, that the cities of St. Louis and Kansas Citv 
may, with such vote, incur indebtedness in excess of the income and 
revenue provided for the year, to an amount, including existing 
indebtedness, not exceeding, in the aggregate, ten per centum of the 
value of the taxable property therein, to be ascertained as aforesaid. 
Cities, villages and municipal corporations may, when authorized 
by such vote, incur additional indebtedness for the purpose of acquir­ 
ing, constructing, extending, enlarging, or improving sewers and 
waterworks, ice plants, gas plants, electric light plants, and surface, 
elevated or underground street railways, to be owned exclusively by 
such city, village or municipal corporation, and from which a revenue 
rrtay be derived, to an amount which shall not exceed five per centum 
of the value of the tkxable property therein, to be ascertained by the 
assessment next before the last assessment for State and county 
purposes. 
The governing authorities of the territory or body incurring 
indebtedness hereunder shall impose and collect annually, in excess 
of all other taxes, a tax sufficient to pay the interest semi-annually 
and the principal falling due each year or such amount as shall be 
required to create a sinking fund to retire the bonds at maturity. 
All bonds and other obligations issued hereunder shall become 
due and payable in annual installments, beginning not more than 
three years after the date of issuance and ending not more than 
twenty years after such date, the smallest annual installment to be 
not less than three per centum of the total issue. 
The General Assembly may prescribe the conditions under w hich 
bonds and other obligations issued hereunder shall be incontestable. 
Sec. 14. 
For the purpose of refunding, extending and unifying 
the whole or any part of its valid bonded indebtedness, any county, 
city, village, township, school district, road district or other political 
corporation or subdivision or taxing district of the State may, under 
such terms and conditions as the General Assembly may prescribe, 
issue refunding bonds not exceeding in amount the bonds refunded 
or the valid bonded indebtedness due. The governing authorities oí 
the territory or body incurring debt hereunder shall impose and 
collect annually, in excess of all other taxes a tax sufficient to pay 
the interest semi-annually and the principal failing due each year 
or such amount as shall be required to create a sinking fund to 
retire the bonds at maturity. All refunding bonds issued hereunder

A regular statement and account of the receipts and 
expenditures of all public moneys shall be published from time 
to time.

The moneys arising from any loan, debt or liability, 
contracted by the State, or any county, city, town, or other municipal 
corporation, shall be applied to the purposes for which they were 
obtained, or to the repayment of such debt or liability, and not 
otherwise. 
Sec. 25. 
No corporation, company, association or business 
trust, other than those formed for benevolent, religious, scientific or 
educational purposes, shall be created or organized under the laws 
of this State, unless the persons named as corporators, trustees of 
associates shall, at or before the filing of the articles of association 
or incorporation, trust deed or agreement, pafy into the State Treasury 
fifty dollars, for the first fifty thousand dollars or less of camtai stock

Section 22 arneuds present Section 19 to m ake the provisions of 
the section conform to changes made for the beginning and ending 
of the fiscal year, as provided In Section 43 of A rticle IV, which is as 
follows:

Sections 17 Is u new section and relates to benefit assessm ents

A State Board of Education of six members, elected by 
the people, is creati*d in place of the present ex-offleio Board of 
Education, consisting of the Governor, Secretary of State, Attorney- 
General and Superintendent of Public Schools.

Most striking of the revelations of 
the m anufacture of billiard .tables are 
the facts about the cloth for which the 
pick of the world’s wool is used to pro­ 
duce a fabric that will stand up to Its 
work. No fewer than 22 fleeces are re 
Jected during the processes of cleaning 
and combing before the weaving be­ 
gins. 
To keep a cloth in the best condition 
two things are essential—careful brush­ 
ing and ironing. 
The strokes of the 
brush must invariably be In the same 
direction—that la, with the nap—and 
the same rule holds good for the Iron, 
whb h should never be too hot. or else 
the cells of the wool will be deprived 
of the . natural moisture which they 
need to keep In good condition. 
1 he points of the best cues are usu- 
ally made of French ash or maple, 
which have been found by experience 
to keep srraighter than other woods. 
For the embellishment of the butt 
ebony is the favorite, but tulip wood
